disaster Tuesday as it swept 
toward the Danube River. 

The flood of caustic red mud 
triggered a state of emergency 
declaration by Hungarian 
officials. At least four people 
were killed, six were missing 
and 120 injured, many 
with burns. Hundreds were 
evacuated in the aftermath of 
the disaster Monday, when a 
gigantic sludge reservoir burst 
its banks at an alumina plant 
in Ajka, a town 100 miles 
(160 kilometers) southwest of 
Budapest, the capital.

NEW YORK - The Pakistani 
immigrant who tried to 
detonate a car bomb on a busy 
Saturday night in Times Square 
accepted a life sentence with 
a smirk Tuesday and warned 
that Americans can expect

more bloodshed at the hands 
of Muslims. 

“Brace yourselves, because 
the war with Muslims has just 
begun,” 31 -year-old Faisal 
Shahzad told a federal judge. 
“Consider me the first droplet 
of the blood that will follow.” 
His punishment for building 
the propane-and-gasoline 


bomb and driving it into the 
heart of the city in an SUV 
last May was a foregone 
conclusion, since the charges 
to which he pleaded guilty 
carried a mandatory life 
sentence, which under federal 
rules will keep him behind 
bars until he dies. 

But the former budget analyst 
from Connecticut used the 
courtroom appearance to 
rail against the U.S., saying 
the country will continue to 
pay for occupying Muslim 
countries. 

“We are only Muslims ... but 
if you call us terrorists, we 
are proud terrorists and we 
will keep on terrorizing you,” 
he told U.S. District Judge 
Miriam Cedarbaum. 

Shahzad — brought into 
the courtroom in handcuffs, 
and wearing a long beard 
and white skullcap — had 
instructed his attorney not to 
speak, and Cedarbaum told 
prosecutors she didn’t need 
to hear from them. That left 
the two free to spar over his 


reasoning for giving up his 
comfortable life in America to 
train in Pakistan and carry out 
an attack authorities say could 
have killed an untold number 
of pedestrians. 

“You appear to be someone 
who was capable of education 
and I do hope you will spend 
some of the time in prison 
thinking carefully about 
whether the Quran wants 
you to kill lots of people,” 
Cedarbaum said. 

Shahzad responded that the 
“Quran gives us the right to 
defend. And that’s all I’m 
doing.” The judge cut him off 
at one point to ask if he had 
sworn allegiance to the U.S. 
when he became a citizen last 
year. “I did swear, but I did not 
mean it,” Shahzad said. 

In his address to the court, he 
said Osama bin Laden “will be 
known as no less than Saladin 
of the 21st-century crusade” 
— a reference to the Muslim 
hero of the Crusades. He also 
said: “If I’m given 1,000 lives, 
I will sacrifice them all for the 


life of Allah.” 

Shahzad smirked when the 
judge imposed the sentence. 
Asked if he had any final 
words, he said, “I’m happy 
with the deal that God has 
given me.’’Afterward, the head 
of the FBI’s New York office, 
Janice K. Fedarcyk, cited 
evidence that Shahzad hoped 
to strike more than once. 
“Shahzad built a mobile 
weapon of mass destruction 
and hoped and intended that 
it would kill large numbers of 
innocent people and planned 
to do it again two weeks later,” 
Fedarcyk said in a statement. 
“The sentence imposed today 
means Shahzad will never 
pose that threat again.” 

Calling himself a Muslim 
soldier, Shahzad pleaded 
guilty in June to 10 terrorism 
and weapons counts. He said 
the Pakistan Taliban provided 
him with more than $15,000 
and five days of explosives 
training late last year and 
early this year, months after he 
became a U.S. citizen. □ 
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AP Poll: Americans support 

community colleges 


The vast majority of Americans feel it is better 
for some students to go to community college 
instead of a four-year school, according to a 
new poll by The Associated Press and Stanford 
University released Tuesday. 

Respondents rated community colleges as 
excellent or good at nearly the same rate as 
four-year schools, showing Americans are 
generally pleased with two-year colleges. 
Seventy-one percent said it’s sometimes better 
for students to pursue a diploma or certificate 
from a two-year school than aim to enter a 
four-year college. 

“That’s an important breakthrough,” said 
Stanford researcher Michael Kirst. “But 
the results ought to be somewhat troubling 
to people who want to reform community 
colleges. If the public does not think there’s 
a major problem with an institution, it’s often 
difficult to mobilize the political will to change 
it.” 

The results come as President Obama and 
education leaders from across the country 
gather in Washington, D.C., this week for a 
summit on community colleges, hoping to 
bring more attention to the often stigmatized 
schools. Obama wants the United States to have 
the highest proportion of college graduates in 
the world by 2020. 

He’s got his work cut out for him: Just 35 
percent of community college students and 60 
percent of students at four-year institutions 
graduate with diplomas each year, Kirst said. 
Larry Wyse of Archbold, Ohio, who was 
interviewed for the poll, said he gets frustrated 
with the mindset that every student should 


attend a four-year college. The former public 
school teacher who has run a heating repair 
and plumbing business for the last 27 years 
said trade workers like him are not viewed as 
equitable with bankers or computer engineers. 
“Not every student who graduates from high 
school has the capability or the financial 
means or the intestinal fortitude that it takes to 
complete a four-year degree,” said Wyse, who 
has a bachelor’s degree in mathematics. “There 
are a lot of skilled trade and technical service 
type jobs that are begging for applicants.” 

In the poll, a much higher percent of blacks 
and Hispanics who are more likely than whites 
to enroll in a two-year college say four-year 
schools are the better option. The numbers 
reveal a disconnect between where minority s 
tudents want to go to college and where they 
often end up, Kirst said. 

Forty-three percent of minorities say it’s always 
better to try to get into a four-year college, 
compared with just 17 percent of whites. 
Overall, nearly 70 percent of respondents said 
the quality of education at community colleges 
is excellent or good. When asked whether 
colleges prepare students for the work force, 62 
percent said yes for community colleges and 
68 percent said yes for four-year schools. 

The poll was conducted Sept. 23-30 by Abt 
SRBI Inc. It involved telephone interviews with 
1,001 adults nationwide, and has a margin of 
sampling error of plus or minus 3.9 percentage 
points. 

The poll was funded in part by a grant to 
Stanford from The Bill & Melinda Gates 
Foundation. □ 


Don’t Worry: Happiness Levels Not Set in Stone 


“Don’t worry, be happy” may 
be more than just a wishful 
mantra. A new study finds that 
people’s happinesslevels can 
change substantially over their 
lifetimes, suggesting that 
happiness isn’t predetermined 
by genes or personality. 
Psychologists have long argued 
that people have a “set point” 
for happiness. Regardless of 
what life brings, the set-point 
theory goes, happiness levels 
tend to be stable. A big life 
event could create a boost of 


joy or a crush of sorrow, but 
within a few years, people 
return to a predetermined level 
of life satisfaction, according to 
the theory. 

The new study, which used 
a nationally representative 
sample of almost 150,000 
German adults, finds the 
opposite. People’s long-term 
life satisfaction can change, the 
researchers report today (Oct. 
4) in the Proceedings of the 
National Academy of Sciences. 
In fact, a substantial number of 


people followed over 25 years 
saw their happiness levels shift 
by one-third or more. 

The study also echoed previous 
happinessresearchinfmdingthat 
money doesn’t buy happiness. 
“People with a lot of money are 
more satisfied with their lives... 
but mainly due to the more 
interesting and challenging jobs 
they have,” study author Gert 
Wagner, a researcher at the Max 
Planck Institute for Human 
Development in Germany, told 
LiveScience. □

Obama seeks to boost community colleges

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama called Tuesday 
for community colleges 
to produce an additional 5 
million graduates by 2020 as 
he convened a White House 
summit to spotlight the two- 
year institutions he said are 
more important than ever to the 
country’s competitiveness. 
Calling them the “unsung heroes 


of America’s education system,” 
Obama said community colleges 
“may not get the credit they 
deserve, they may not get the 
same resources as other schools, 
but they provide a gateway to 
millions of Americans to good 
jobs and a better life.” Obama 
made his comments in the East 
Room at the start of a daylong 
meeting with officials from 
some of the nation’s 1,200 
community colleges along with

businesses and philanthropies. 
It was the first such gathering 
at the White House. Jill Biden, 
herself a community college 
teacher and wife of Vice 
President Joe Biden, presided. 
The purpose was to boost the 
schools that provide millions 
of students with skills training 
and a less expensive path to 
a college degree — even as 
they’re increasingly challenged 
by climbing enrollments and 
high dropout rates. A month 
from crucial midterm elections, 
Obama also used the occasion 
to accuse congressional 
Republicans of wanting to 
slash education spending, as 
he continued to try to paint 
an alarming contrast with the 
GOP. “We are in a fight for the 
future, a fight that depends on 
education,” the president said. 
Cutting spending would be 
“like unilaterally disarming our 
troops right as they head to the 
front lines.” 

Obama signed legislation this 
year pumping $2 billion into 
community colleges — $500 
million a year for four years — 
although that was far less than 
advocates had hoped for 
Community colleges saw a 
17 percent enrollment surge 


between 2007 and 2009 as the 
economic downturn sent laid- 
off workers searching for new 
skills ,and tight budgets forced 
families to downsize educational 
goals for their children. At the 
same time, the colleges are 
themselves badly underfunded 
and forced to spend heavily on 
remedial education for poorly 
prepared students. 

The White House summit 
came a day after the president 
announced a new public-private 
partnership linking major 
corporations like the Gap and 
McDonald’s with community 
colleges to improve job training. 
Obama said the privately funded 
Skills for America’s Future 
program would make it easier 
to connect job-seeking students 
with businesses looking to 
hire. The event also featured 
commitments from private 
institutions including the Bill 
& Melinda Gates Foundation, 
which announced the launch 
of a $35 million, five-year 
competitive grant program 
to boost community college 
graduation rates. 

Given the strains on community 
colleges, it will be a challenge 
to transform them into a greater 
engine of change than they 


already are. Martha Kanter, 
undersecretary of education, 
said just 25 percent of 
community college students get 
a certificate or an associate’s 
degree or transfer to a four- 
year institution within three 
years of enrollment. Obama’s 
goal of adding 5 million more 
community college graduates 
over the next decade would 
represent a 50 percent increase 
in the number of students 
graduating, according to the 
American Association of 
Community Colleges. It’s a 
crucial piece of Obama’s goal 
for the U.S. to produce the 
highest proportion of college 
graduates in the world by 2020. 
Despite the challenges, 
respondents in a new poll 
by The Associated Press and 
Stanford University were 
generally positive about the 
quality of education offered by 
community colleges. Nearly 
70 percent said the quality 
of education at community 
colleges is excellent or good. 
When asked whether colleges 
prepare students for the work 
force, 62 percent said yes for 
community colleges and 68 
percent said yes for four-year 
schools. □ 


Bank bailout supporters 
struggling for re-election

WASHINGTON - The government’s giant bank 
bailout may well have averted a second Great 
Depression, economists say, but a lot of voters 
aren’t buying it. Support for the program is turning 
into a kiss of death for many in Congress. 
Longtime Republican lawmakers — tarred 
by their votes for the emergency aid to banks, 
insurance and auto companies — have been 
sent packing in primaries. Fresh political attack 
ads are lambasting candidates from both parties 
for supporting the $700 billion package that 
Republican President George W. Bush pushed 
through Congress at the height of the financial 
crisis in October 2008. 

The actual cost to taxpayers will be far less than 
the original price tag, perhaps totaling $50 billion 
or less. But it’s been difficult for lawmakers to 
make the case that they saved the nation from 
possible financial ruin — as some economists 
suggest. It’s far easier for opponents, especially in 
political soundbites, to portray the issue as Wall 
Street fat cats against ordinary Main Street folks 
in the final-weeks cacophony of the campaign. 
President Barack Obama and congressional 
Democrats, now in charge, have taken heat for 
a program that many voters see as proof that the 
rich guys were bailed out while the public wasn’t. 
Indeed, both parties are on the attack. 

Some recent examples: 

- In Missouri, Democratic Senate candidate 


Robin Carnahan has been savaging Republican 
Rep. Roy Blunt for helping push the Toxic Asset 
Relief Program, or TARP, through Congress. 
One ad calls him “Mister Bailout.” Another one, 
paid for by the Democratic Senatorial Campaign 
Committee, asserts: “When our economy 
collapsed, Washington is where Roy Blunt took 
the lead and voted for the $700 billion Wall Street 
bailout.” 

- In Connecticut, Senate candidate Dick 
Blumenthal hit Republican Linda McMahon 
during their debate Monday night for signaling 
support for TARP. 

She has called it “a necessary thing to do at the 
time.” 

He says he opposes it. 

- Ohio Democratic Rep. Mary Jo Kilroy is 
trumpeting her opposition to the legislation as 
a freshman member. “I voted against the bank 
bailout and took on Wall Street to protect your 
money,” she says in one of her TV spots. 

- The U.S. Chamber of Commerce, the nation’s 
most powerful business lobby, is spending 
millions on ads trying to elect candidates who 
oppose the TARP bailout and last year’s $814 
billion stimulus package — even though the 
chamber supported both programs at the time. 

- Rep. Chet Edwards, D-Texas, admits he’s 
vulnerable because of his TARP vote. “It may cost 
me votes. It may cost me an election,” Edwards 
told the Dallas Morning News editorial board. 
“But it was the right thing to do.”Q 

















Conn, jury convicts man

NEW HAVEN, Conn. - A 
paroled burglar was convicted 
Tuesday of murdering a woman 
and her two daughters during 
a night of terror in which the 
mother was strangled and the 
girls were tied to their beds, 
one doused in gasoline, before 
the house was set on fire. 
Steven Hayes, 47, could 
be sentenced to death. His 
attorneys have admitted his 
involvement and will argue 
for a life sentence. 

Prosecutors said Hayes and 
another ex-con broke into the 
family’s house in Cheshire 
in 2007, beat the girls’ father 
with a baseball bat and forced 
their mother, Jennifer Hawke- 
Petit, to withdraw money 
from a bank before she was 
sexually assaulted and killed. 
Eleven-year-old Michaela and 
17-y ear-old Hay ley were tied 
to their beds, with pillowcases 
over their heads, before they 
were killed by the gas-fueled 
fire, authorities said. 

The crime drew comparisons 
to “In Cold Blood,” Truman 
Capote’s chilling book about 
the 1959 murders of a Kansas 
family, and prompted more 
Cheshire residents to get guns. 
It also led to tougher laws for 
repeat offenders and home 
invasions, and Connecticut 
Gov. M. Jodi Rell cited the 
case when she vetoed a bill 
that would have abolished the 
death penalty. 

The girls’ father and the lone 
survivor, Dr. William Petit, 
appeared to stifle tears as the 
verdict was read. His head 
down, he sucked in his bottom 
lip. 

“There is some relief but my 
family is still gone,” Petit 
said afterward, his father and 
other relatives clutching him. 
“It doesn’t bring them back. It 
doesn’t bring back the house 
that we had.” 

Hayes showed no emotion as 
he stood for the verdict, which 
triggers the trial’s second 
phase, beginning Oct. 18, in 
which the same jurors will 
decide if Hayes should be 
executed. 

Petit said he hoped the jurors 
would use “the same diligence 
and clarity of thought” as they 
consider the sentence. 

Hayes’ defense conceded most 


of the evidence on the trial’s 
first day, but his attorneys 
blamed his co-defendant, 
Joshua Komisarjevsky, for 
escalating the violence at 
every critical point, starting 
with William Petit’s beating. 
Prosecutors rejected that 
argument, saying the two men 
were equally responsible for 
the crime. 

Komisarjevsky faces trial 
next year and also could be 
sentenced to death. 

Hayes’ jury heard eight days 
of gruesome testimony and 
deliberated for five hours over 
two days. 

He was convicted of 16 
counts, including six capital 
felony charges, three murder 
counts and two charges of 
sexually assaulting Hawke- 
Petit. The capital offenses 
were for killing two or more 
people, the killing of a person 
under 16, murder in the course 
of a sexual assault and three 
counts of intentionally causing 
a death during a kidnapping. 
During the penalty phase, 
which is expected to last up 
to a month, Hayes’ attorneys 
will try to persuade the jurors 
to spare him the death penalty. 
They argued during the trial 
that prosecutors failed to 
prove Hayes intended to kill 
the girls. 

Attorneys not involved in 
the case said Hayes’ lawyers 
will have difficulty showing 
mitigating factors that would 
favor prison over execution. 
“If there was ever to be a hue 
and cry for the application of 
the death penalty, this case 
is it,” said defense attorney 
Bruce Koffsky. 

Another defense lawyer, Hugh 
Keefe, said: “I’ve never seen 
a case where the evidence is 
so egregious. Not even his 
mother loved him.” 
Prosecutors have said the 
crime was especially cruel and 
depraved. 

Komisarjevsky spotted the 
mother and her two daughters 
at a supermarket, followed 
them to their home, then 
returned later with Hayes, 
authorities say. 

During the trial, authorities 
showed text messages 
between the men hours before 
the crime in which Hayes told 
Komisarjevsky that he was 
“chomping at the bit to get 
started.” 
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in deadly home invasion 


Authorities say the men were 
caught fleeing the scene. 
Hayes, still reeking of 
gasoline, gave an emotionless 
confession to police in which 
he said he was financially 
desperate when the men 
hatched a plan to break into 
a house, tie up the family, rob 
them and flee. But Hayes said 
“things got out of control,” a 
detective testified. 

Hayes told authorities he 
sexually assaulted Hawke- 
Petit after Komisarjevsky, 
30, told him he had to — to 
“square things up” — because 
Komisarjevsky had sexually 
assaulted Michaela, a 
detective testified. A prison 
officer, Jeremiah Krob, said he 
overheard Hayes tell another 
inmate that he killed Hawke- 


Petit after Komisarjevsky told 
him he had to do it. 

Hayes said Komisarjevsky 
sexually assaulted Michaela, 
took cell phone pictures of 
her that he tried to e-mail 
to friends and doused her in 
gasoline, Krob testified. Krob 
said Hayes admitted pouring 
gas on the stairs but told the 
other inmate he didn’t believe 
he could be charged with arson 
because he didn’t light it. 
Jurors apparently agreed: 
They acquitted Hayes of an 
arson count. 

William Petit told the jury 
he woke up on his couch the 
morning of July 23, 2007, in 
pain and feeling the sensation 
that blood was running down 
his face. He saw two people 
standing nearby. Q

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Taliban steps up attacks in Kandahar with blasts

KANDAHAR, Afghanistan 
(AP) — Two explosions 
rocked Kandahar on Tuesday, 
the second day of deadly 
blasts in the southern Afghan 
city where Taliban insurgents 
are fighting back against U.S. 
and Afghan forces pushing 
into areas long held by the 
insurgents. 

A car bomb and a second, 
smaller blast killed nine 
people, including one 
Afghan policeman, Kandahar 
provincial health director 
Qayum Pokhla said. Another 
26 people were wounded, 
including police officers. 

On Monday night, three 
explosions, just minutes 
apart, killed three Afghan 
police officers in the city. 
When police gathered to tend 
to the wounded after the first 
blast, two more explosions 
occurred, said Zelmai Ayubi, 
spokesman for the provincial 
governor of Kandahar. 

Also Monday, Noor Ahman, 
deputy mayor in Kandahar, 
was killed in an insurgent 
attack and later in the day, 
Habibullah Aghonzada, 
a former district chief in 
Arghistan, was gunned down 
by assailants as he prayed at a 
packed mosque. 

The NATO military coalition 
described the two as “dedicated 
public servants who sought 
to improve the lives of their 
fellow countrymen.” 
Separately, NATO reported 
that a service member died in 
a homemade bomb explosion 
in the south. The coalition 
did not disclose the service 
member’s nationality or 
provide additional details of 
the death. 

Control of Kandahar, 
the Taliban movement’s 
birthplace, is seen as key to 
reversing Taliban momentum 
in the war. Afghan and NATO 
forces are engaged in a major 
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operation to improve security 
in and around Kandahar to 
keep insurgents from staging 
attacks inside the city. Early 
Tuesday in Arghandab district 
outside Kandahar, NATO said 
it captured a Taliban leader 
suspected of coordinating 


attacks and arming Taliban 
fighters. 

Trying to keep their grip on 
their stronghold, the Taliban 
are fighting with both weapons 
and rhetoric. 

“America is operating in the 
districts of Kandahar, but 


the result will be that they 
will walk out with blood- 
filled, empty hands,” Taliban 
spokesman Qari Yousef said. 
“They could not achieve 
victory in nearly a decade,” he 
said, noting that the war enters 
it’s tenth year on Thursday. 


“This shows they never will.” 
The NATO coalition is 
fighting an uphill battle to 
win the allegiance of people 
in Kandahar. 

“When only the Taliban were 
ruling our land there was peace 
and tranquility. Since the 
Americans have set foot on our 
land, we don’t have work and 
our health is no better,” said 
Naseebullah Ghamjam, a 38- 
year-old laborer. “All we have 
seen is that Americans have 
constructed exceptionally 
massive compounds for 
themselves.” 

Azizullah Saiyal, 29, who 
drives heavy vehicles in Zhari 
district outside of Kandahar, 
said citizens have little trust in 
the international community or 
Afghan government officials. 
“We hear that millions and 
billions of dollars are coming 
in our country, but where 
does all of the money go?” he 
asked. “I believe these years 
of war and loss of innocent 
lives makes it obvious that 
war can never bring in peace. 
We should start looking for 
alternatives now. ”□ 


Rebel commander arrested for alleged Congo rapes

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — U.N. 
and Congolese forces arrested a rebel 
commander on Tuesday for alleged mass 
rapes in eastern Congo. 

U.N. headquarters in New York 
circulated the announcement by the U.N. 
peacekeeping force in Congo of the arrest 
of the Mai-Mai commander, known as as 
Lt. Col. Mayele. 

The U.N. announcement said Mayele is 
suspected of being one of the commanders 
in the mineral-rich Walikale area from 
July 30 to Aug. 2 when about 250 people 
in five villages, mainly women, were 
repeatedly gang raped, according to Dr. 
Chris Baguma of the Los Angeles-based 
International Medical Corps. 

It took days for help to arrive, even though 
the villages are 12 miles (20 kilometers) 
from a camp of U.N. peacekeepers from 


India. The U.N. said a peacekeeping patrol 
drove through one of the villages while it 
was being held by the fighters, but said 
peacekeepers took no action because no 
one told them what was going on. 

Rape has been increasingly used by 
various groups of fighters in eastern 
Congo to intimidate, punish and control 
the population, especially in the mining 
areas. 

Baguma told AP in Walikale last month 
that he had seen many, many rape victims 
“but I have never seen anything so 
planned, so systematic, so animalistic.” 
According to the U.N. announcement, the 
mass rapes and human rights violations 
are said to have been committed by about 
200 Congolese Mai-Mai rebels, rebels 
from the Rwanda-led Democratic Front 
for the Liberation of Rwanda or FDLR, 
and elements loyal to former Congolese 
army Col. Emmanuel Nsengiyumva who 


was also a rebel in the former Tutsi-led 
People’s National Congress or CNDP. 
The U.N. force said a preliminary 
report from U.N. human rights officials 
identified 303 civilian victims — 235 
women, 13 men, 52 girls and 3 boys. 
Margot Wallstrom, who is responsible 
for U.N. efforts to combat sexual 
violence in conflict, welcomed Mayele’s 
apprehension, calling it “a victory for 
justice, especially for the many women 
who have suffered rapes and other forms 
of sexual violence.” 

“The numerous criminal acts committed 
under ‘Lt. Col.’ Mayele’s command 
cannot be undone, but let his apprehension 
be a signal to all perpetrators of sexual 
violence that impunity for these types of 
crimes is not accepted and that justice 
will prevail,” she said in a statement from 
the Congolese capital, Kinshasa.□

III, Paraguay president faces calls to step aside

ASUNCION, Paraguay 
(AP) — A new health crisis 
for Paraguayan President 
Fernando Lugo has many 
urging him to put his well¬ 
being before his presidency — 
a seemingly helpful suggestion 
the president’s aides say is 
actually an effort to push him 
out of power. 

Lugo, who is fighting cancer, 
was rushed to a top Brazilian 
hospital Saturday after doctors 
detected a blood clot near 
his heart. Physicians at Sao 
Paulo’s Hospital Sirio Libanes 
said that the clot disappeared 
after emergency treatment and 
he was moved from intensive 
to regular care on Monday. 
Smiling and optimistic, Lugo 
said Tuesday that the new 
studies had found no sign of 
the apparently low-grade non- 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma tumors 
he has been treated for. 

“I’m forgetting about the 
cancer at least,” he told 
reporters at the hospital. “I 


believe we are going to return 
healthy to Paraguay.” 

It’s at least the third health 
scare this year for Lugo, 59, 
a center-left leader who has 
maintained friendly relations 
both with Venezuela’s Hugo 
Chavez and with the United 
States. He had prostate surgery 
in January and was diagnosed 
with cancer in August. 

Lugo planned to return home 
to his duties Wednesday, with 
no restrictions on his agenda, 
according to the presidential 
website. 

But many voices — mostly 
his opponents — note he still 
faces chemotherapy treatments 
and the risk of complications. 
They say he should take a 
leave of office to focus on 
getting better first. 

Loyalists are suspicious of the 
sudden concern for Lugo’s 
health from politicians who 
have several times tried to 
impeach the president, who has 
few strong allies in Congress. 
A leave of absence would turn 
power over to Vice President 


Federico Franco, whose party 
has sometimes clashed with 
Lugo. 

“There are sectors who want 
to knock Lugo down, but 
the president will not leave 
office,” Lugo’s chief of staff, 
Miguel Lopez Perito, told 
Radio 780 on Tuesday. 
Opposition politicians, and 
even some relatives, suggest 
that Lugo’s aides have tried 
to minimize the president’s 
illness. 

The president’s niece, Mirtha 
Maidana, who visited him 
when Lugo was hospitalized 
in Asuncion on Saturday, 
accused his staff of trying to 
hide the president’s real health 
condition. 

“His entourage was more 
worried about their positions 
than the president’s health; 
it was unfortunate,” she told 
Radio 970. 

Foreign Minister Hector 
Lacognata told reporters that 
the president was in a “process 
of recovery” just hours before 
he was flown urgently to 


Brazil. 

Although the president’s own 
doctors said the thrombosis 
was life-threatening, Lopez 
Perito described it during a 
Monday news conference as “a 
relatively simple problem that 
was treated with medication.” 
Since starting chemotherapy 
in August, Lugo has done 
little to reduce his official 
workload and has continued to 
attend crowded public events, 
though his doctors had urged 
him to avoid crowds so as not 
to contract an infection. 
Retired Gen. Lino Cesar 
Oviedo, an opposition party 
leader, has urged Lugo to 
focus on his cancer treatments 
and leave Franco in charge, 
because “health issues have no 
time or date” and “the nation 
cannot be left in improvised 
hands.” Lugo’s doctors say 
they have cleared him for a 
full schedule, apart from the 
crowds. But Dr. Carmelo 
Gonzalez Doldan, who cared 
for three previous Paraguayan 
presidents, said that political

pressures come into play when 
a head of state gets ill. 

“If you are a guy who is not 
in the position he is in, you 
obviously take some time off 
after these events. But he has 
the pressure of his position 
and the political pressure of 
his entourage to not take the 
rest he medically needs.”□

The torrent of sludge inundated 
homes, swept cars off roads 
and damaged bridges. 

Named for its bright red color, 
the material is a waste product 
in aluminum production that 
contains heavy metals and is 
toxic if ingested. 

In Kolontar, the town 
closest to the plant, Erzsebet 


Veingartner was in her kitchen 
when the 12-foot-high wave of 
red slurry hit, sweeping away 
everything in its path. 

“I looked outside and all I saw 
was the stream swelling like a 
huge wave,” the 61-year-old 
widow said Tuesday as she 
surveyed her backyard, still 
under 6 feet of noxious muck. 
“I lost all my chickens, my 
ducks, my Rottweiler, and my 


potatopatch. My late husband’s 
tools and machinery were in 
the shed and it’s all gone,” 
sobbed the woman, who gets 
by on a $350 monthly pension. 
“I have a winter’s worth of 
firewood in the basement and 
it’s all useless now.” 
Emergency workers wearing 
masks and chemical protection 
gear rushed to pour 1,000 tons 
of plaster into the Marcal 
River in an attempt to bind 
the sludge and keep it from 
flowing on to the Danube 
some 45 miles away. Nearby, 
desperate villagers waded 
through the toxic mud trying 
to salvage possessions with 
little more than rubber gloves 
as protection. 

The 1,775-mile-long Danube 
passes through some of the 
continent’s most pristine vistas 
from its origins as a Black 
Forest spring in Germany 
to its end point as a majestic 
stretch of water emptying into 
the Black Sea. 

Now a murky green — not 
blue as immortalized in the 
Strauss waltz — the river 
flows through four former 


communist nations. One of the 
continent’s greatest treasuries 
of wildlife, it has been the 
focus of a multibillion dollar 
post-communist cleanup. 
Cormorants, swans and other 
birds are now common sights 
on the river. 

Still, high-risk industries 
such as Hungary’s Ajkai 
Timfoldgyar alumina plant 
are still producing waste near 
some of its tributaries, posing 
a threat to the waterway. 

By Tuesday, about 35.3 
million cubic feet of sludge 
had poured from the reservoir, 
flooding a 16 square mile area, 
Environmental Affairs State 
Secretary Zoltan Illes told 
the state news wire MTI. He 
called the spill an “ecological 
catastrophe.” 

Dozens of villagers were 
burned when the caustic 
material seeped through their 
clothing. Two women, a 
young man and a 3-year-old 
child were killed, and health 
officials said two of the injured 
were in critical condition. 
Because chemical bums can 
take days to emerge, seemingly 


superficial injuries can turn 
deadly as they penetrate deeper 
tissue, Dr. Peter Jakabos of 
Gyor Hospital told state TV. 

In nearby Devecser, the sea 
of muck in Tunde Erdelyi’s 
house was 5 feet high Tuesday 
and rescue workers had to use 
an ax to cut through her living 
room door to let it flow out. 
Her car had been swept into 
the garden and her husband’s 
van straddled a fence. 

“When I heard the mmble of 
the flood, all the time I had 
was to jump out the window 
and mn to higher ground,” she 
said tearfully, adding that she 
was grateful the family’s pet 
rabbit and cat were safe. 

Her husband, Robert Kis, 
said his uncle was flown by 
helicopter to Budapest after 
the sludge “burned him to 
the bone.” Firefighters and 
soldiers wearing masks, mbber 
boots and other protective gear 
waded through the stricken 
area Tuesday, flushing away 
the sludge with hoses, aided 
by dozens of bulldozers, their 
loaders scraping the polluted 
ground. □

Israeli rabbis visit torched West Bank mosque

BEIT FAJJAR, West Bank 
(AP) — Six rabbis from 
West Bank settlements took 
a step Tuesday to defuse 
tension over an arson attack 
at a West Bank mosque, 
apparently by extremist 
settlers—they presented 20 
new Quran books to replace 
those damaged in the blaze. 
During the rabbis’ visit to 
the mosque in the village 
of Beit Fajjar, Palestinian 
residents held charred 
pages of the burned Quran 
books. The mosque was not 
seriously damaged. 

Israelis and Palestinians 
denounced the fire. The 
attackers left Hebrew 
slogans on the mosque 
walls, including the word 
“revenge.” It appeared to 
be the latest action in a 
campaign that extremist 
Jewish settlers call the 
“price tag,” their response to 
moves by their government 
to remove unauthorized 
settlement outposts and 
other similar measures. 
Israeli politicians rushed to 
condemn Monday’s attack. 
Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu 
ordered his security forces 


“to act with determination” 
to bring the arsonists to 
justice. Defense Minister 
Ehud Barak described it as 
a “shameful act.” 

It came as Israeli, 
Palestinian and U.S. 
negotiators tried to salvage 
peace talks by working 
out a deal over Israeli 
settlement construction in 
the West Bank. Palestinian 
President Mahmoud 

Abbas has said he will not 
continue the talks restarted 
last month by President 
Barack Obama if Israel does 
not renew a construction 
slowdown. Israel refused, 
but Netanyahu appealed 
to Abbas to stick with the 
negotiations. 

Rabbi Menachem Froman 
from the nearby settlement 
of Tekoah, the leader of 
Tuesday’s reconciliatory 
visit to Beit Fajjar, said 
those who committed the 
attack “oppose peace.” 
Froman said it was his third 
visit to a West Bank mosque 
damaged in arson attacks 
blamed on Israeli settlers. 
Froman said the rabbis were 
received warmly. “They 
thanked us for coming to 
identify with them over the 
sorrow that took place,” 


he said later in a telephone 
interview. 

Taking the new Quran books, 
a local religious leader said 
he was accepting them in 
the name of Palestinian 
prisoners in Israeli jails. 
Israel is holding about 9,000 
Palestinians. 

After the visit, a small clash 
erupted, with Palestinian 
youths throwing rocks 


at Israeli soldiers, who 
responded with tear gas 
grenades. There were no 
reports of casualties. 

In another clash, Israeli 
activists, settlers and 
police scuffled in the east 
Jerusalem neighborhood 
of Sheikh Jarrah, and two 
Israelis were arrested, 
activists said. Israeli police 
had no comment.

AP Source: 
Sample suggests 
possible doping

A urine sample taken from 
three-time Tour de France 
winner Alberto Contador 
showed abnormally high 
levels of plastic residues that 
could indicate he received a 
transfusion of his own blood 
during this year’s race, a 
person with knowledge of the 
test results told The Associated 
Press on Tuesday. 

Contador, who has previously 
denied receiving a transfusion, 
was provisionally suspended 
by the international cycling 
federation last week after a 
small amount of the banned 
drug clenbuterol was discovered 
in one of his samples by 
a laboratory in Cologne, 
Germany. The Spanish rider 
blamed contaminated beef for 
the result. 

In a separate sample taken a 
day earlier, the Cologne lab 
also found plastic traces that 
might turn up after a transfusion 
of blood from a plastic bag, 
according to the person, who 
spoke to the AP on condition of 
anonymity because Contador’s 
investigation by the UCI is 
ongoing. 

Contador’s abnormal sample 
showed eight times the normal 
amount of the plasticizer, the 
person said.

Italy beats U.S. 3-1 at volleyball wnrlds 

ROME (AP) — Host Italy rallied from a set down to beat the 
United States 3-1 at the men’s volleyball world championships 
Tuesday. 

If Italy posts another win Wednesday against France it will 
advance to the semifinals and eliminate the Olympic champion 
Americans. If France beats Italy, then each team would be 1-1 
in the third round and the tiebreaker will go down to the points 
ratio.In other matches, Cuba beat Spain 3-1 and will next face 
Bulgaria for a semifinals spot. 

Also, Serbia defeated Russia 3-1 to qualify for the semifinals, 
eliminating Russia; and Germany shut out the Czech Republic 
3-0 and will now meet two-time defending world champion 
Brazil for a spot in the final four.Q

TOKYO (AP) — Jo-Wilfried Tsonga’s defense 
of his Japan Open title lasted two hours as he 
lost to Jarkko Nieminen of Finland 6-4, 5-7, 6- 
1 on Tuesday in his first match since June 30. 
Tsonga tore his left knee patella in a Wimbledon 
quarterfinals loss to Andy Murray and missed 
the U.S. Open and France’s wins in the Davis 
Cup quarterfinals and semifinals. 

The 12th-ranked Tsonga looked impressive at 
times in the first-round match, firing 14 aces, 
but Nieminen, coming off the Thailand Open 
final last weekend, served consistently better. 
“I did all I could but it was not enough today,” 
Tsonga said. “It was tough, my first match in 
three months, and Jarkko played well. But I 
have no pain in my knee, so that is positive.” 
Top-ranked Rafael Nadal downed Colombian 
Santiago Giraldo 6-4, 6-4 to reach the second 
round. 

Nadal, coming off a surprise loss in the 
semifinals of the Thailand Open on Saturday, 
had to work hard for the victory in his Japan 
debut. 

“I started a few games love-30,” said Nadal. 
“He played well. He was very aggressive. My 
serve was the worst it has been in the last 10 
or 11 games and I was a little more tired than 
usual and not focused on every point.” 

Nadal saved all four break points he faced for 
victory in 1 hour and 50 minutes. 

In the Thailand Open, Nadal lost to fellow 
Spaniard and eventual champion Guillermo 


Garcia-Lopez. Garcia-Lopez took more than 
two hours on Tuesday to beat Rajeev Ram of 
the United States 6-7 (3), 6-4, 7-6 (1). They 
each served 17 aces. 

Nadal next faces Canadian qualifier Milos 
Raonic, who smashed 22 aces to beat France’s 
Florent Serra 6-4, 3-6, 6-4. 

“I lost against him in doubles in Toronto,” 
Nadal said. “He can play very well from the 
baseline and has a good serve so I have to be 
aggressive against him.” 

Second-seeded Andy Roddick downed Japanese 
wild card Tatsuma Ito 6-4, 6-3 to open his first 
tournament since the U.S. Open. 

Roddick dominated Ito with a powerful serve 
and topped the match in Ariake Colosseum 
with his eighth ace. 

“It felt like a match coming off a long layoff,” 
Roddick said. “There were some good things, 
some inconsistent things. Since New York, I’ve 
been trying to get in physical shape and I’ve 
been able to do that.” 

Roddick will next face France’s Jeremy Chardy, 
a 6-3, 7-6 (2) winner over compatriot Edouard 
Roger-Vasselin. 

Elsewhere, fourth-seeded Jurgen Melzer of 
Austria defeated Juan Monaco of Argentina, 6- 
4, 4-6, 6-1, No. 5 Gael Monfils beat Japanese 
wild card Go Saeda 7-6 (10), 6-4, but No. 
8 Michael Llodra of France lost to Marco 
Chiudinelli of Switzerland 6-3, 6-0. 

Other winners included France’s Richard 
Gasquet, Serbia’s Viktor Troicki, and Italy’s 
Andreas Seppi.Q 


Djokovic, Murray advance 
at China Open in Beijing

BEIJING (AP) — Top-seeded 
Novak Djokovic of Serbia 
opened his China Open 
defense with a 6-1, 6-3 win 
over Gong Maoxin of China 
to ease into the second round 


Tuesday. 

No. 2-ranked Djokovic, this 
year’s U.S. Open runner up 
won 87 percent of his first 
serve points and took just 
1 hour, 11 minutes to beat 
Gong. 

“It feels good to be back at 
a court where I’ve had a lot 
success in the last couple 
years,” Djokovic said. 
Britain’s Andy Murray, the 
No. 2 seed, also had an easy 
win, beating Paul-Henri 
Mathieu of France 6-2, 6- 
3, while third-seeded Robin 
Soderling of Sweden dropped 
the first set before downing 
Tommy Robredo of Spain 4- 
6, 6-1, 6-4. 

Nikolay Davydenko of Russia, 
the fourth seed, cruised into 
the second round with a 6-3, 
6-4 win over Florian Mayer of 
Germany. 

Murray served up 10 aces to 
beat Mathieu, who was once 
ranked 12th in the world, but 


has since been plagued by 
injuries and had to go through 
qualifying to make the main 
draw in Beijing. 

In other first round matches 
Tuesday,AlexandrDolgopolov 
of Ukraine beat Marcos 
Baghdatis of Cyprus 6-4, 6-4 
and Spain’s Nicolas Almagro 
defeated Lukasz Kubot of 
Poland 7-5, 6-2. 

In the second round of 
women’s singles, former No. 
1 -ranked Maria Sharapova 
made 18 unforced errors in 
losing to Russian compatriot 
Elena Vesnina 7-6 (3), 6-2. 
That followed her dismal 
performance last week in 
Tokyo where she crashed out 
in the opening round. 

Shahar Peer of Israel beat 
Switzerland’s Patty Schnyder 
6-4, 6-2, while Petra Kvitova 
of the Czech Republic defeated 
Kaia Kanepi of Estonia 7-5,6- 
7, 6-2.Q

Pats’ special teams run wild to top Dolphins 41-14

MIAMI - The New England 
Patriots had another big 
night, and this time the 
NFL’s highest-scoring team 
totaled most of its points 
with Tom Brady and the 
rest of the offense cheering 
from the sideline. 

Patrick Chung blocked 
two kicks and returned 
an interception for a 
touchdown, and New 
England scored twice on 
special teams to beat the 
hapless Miami Dolphins 
41-14 on Monday night. 
Brady threw for only 153 
yards, and Randy Moss was 
held without a catch for the 
first time since 2006, but 
the Patriots still registered 
their biggest point total 
yet. They’re averaging 33 
points per game. 

New England trailed 7-6 at 
halftime, but when Brandon 
Tate returned the second 
half kickoff 103 yards for 
a score, the deluge was on 
before a stunned crowd. 
In the fourth quarter, the 
stadium quickly emptied. 
“Where’s everyone going? 
‘The party’ is just getting 
started at Sun Life Stadium,” 
the Patriots posted on their 
Twitter feed. 

“We had a tidal wave hit 
us,” Dolphins coach Tony 
Sparano said. “It was a 
mess. Embarrassing. These 
fans deserve better than 
this.” New England (3-1) 
moved into a tie with the 
New York Jets for first 
place in the AFC East, 
while the Dolphins (2-2) 
dropped to third place with 
their second divisional loss 
at home in eight days. 
Chung blocked a punt to 
set up a touchdown, then 
blocked a field goal that 
Kyle Arrington returned 35 
yards for a score. 

“We practiced everything 
that happened — all of 
those blocks, and people 
doing their job allowed 


me to make a play,” Chung 
said. 

He returned an interception 
51 yards for New England’s 
final score. Another 
unexpected contribution 
came from linebacker Rob 
Ninkovich, who had the 
first two interceptions of his 
five-year career. Chung and 
Arrington scored their first 
career TDs, and Patriots 
reserve fullback Danny 
Woodhead scored on an 11- 
yard reception. 

The Patriots totaled 17 
points in a span of 2:16 
bridging halftime to take 
command. 

Miami’s Chad Henne was 
29 of 39 for 302 yards and 
two scores, but he was 
yanked with 6 1/2 minutes 
left after tying a career high 
with his third interception. 
Henne blamed his first 
turnover on a forced 
pass, the second on 
inaccuracy and the last on a 
miscommunication. 
“Overall it’s my fault,” he 
said. “I’ll take that one as a 
quarterback. I’ll put that on 
my shoulders.” 

The pass picked off by 
Chung was especially ugly. 


“It shocked me,” he said. 
“I was like, ‘He threw it? 
Thanks.’”

NFL union head: Owners set for no football in 2011

With support from Packers 
quarterback Aaron Rodgers, 
he asked fans to take the 
players’ side. 

Speaking at a tailgate-style 
fan luncheon a few blocks 
from Lambeau Field on 
Tuesday, Smith referred to 
a recent Sports Business 
Journal report that said the 
NFL is requiring banks that 
lend money to its teams to 
extend grace periods for 
loan defaults through the 
end of the 2011 season in 
the event of a lockout. 
“That to me is a step where 
the owners are protecting 
themselves in the event that 
there is no season,” Smith 
said. 

Smith said that move, along 
with provisions in television 
deals that provide for some 
payments even if there is a 
lockout, are evidence that 
owners are planning for the 
possibility that there won’t 
be a season in 2011. 

NFL spokesman Greg 
Aiello noted that the 
players are going through 
the process of approving 
the potential decertification 
of their union, a move that 
could be seen as preparing 
for protracted negotiations. 
“There are many 
preparations taking place, 
including the union 
preparing to decertify and 


go out of business,” Aiello 
said. “Our focus is on 
negotiating a new agreement 
with the union. The longer it 
goes, the tougher it will be 
and we are not sure if this 
union plans on continuing 
to be a union.” 

Rodgers, the Packers’ 
newly elected player 
representative to the union, 
asked the crowd of about 
300 fans for their support. 
“We’re going to keep you 
guys daily on our minds and 
we realize how much this 
means, and affects not only 
us but this community,” 
Rodgers said. “We thank 
you for your support, and 
stand with us. It’s going to 
be a tough fight, but we’re 
trusting that in the end 
everything’s going to turn 
out to way it’s supposed 
to.” 

In a meeting Monday, 
Packers players voted to 
become the latest NFL 
team to give the union 
approval to decertify in 
the event of a lockout. 
Decertification would give 
players the right to sue the 
NFL under antitrust laws if 
there is a lockout, a threat 
that could strengthen the 
players’ position in CBA 
negotiations. 

Smith said lawsuits have 
played an important role in 
past gains by the players, 
referencing late Packers 
icon Reggie White’s role 
in the implementation of 
today’s free agency system. 
“Look, the fact is most 
of our fans who love this 
game right now believe 
mistakenly that free agency 


was a gift to the players,” 
Smith said. “That’s not true. 
Reggie White and Freeman 
McNeil put their careers on 
the line and had to sue for 
free agency.” 

But Smith wouldn’t say 
whether the union or 
individual players currently 
are considering a new 
lawsuit, or are simply 
relying on the threat of 
legal action to force owners 
to make concessions in 
negotiations. 

“The only thing that we will 
do is continue to protect our 
interest,” Smith said. 

Smith said players have 
always been willing to keep 
playing under an extension 
of the existing CBA, and 
reiterated complaints that 
owners refuse to open their 


financial records. As the 
NFL’s only publicly owned 
franchise, the Packers are 
the only team that makes 
it financial information 
public. 

The Packers posted 
an operating profit of 
approximately $9.8 million 
in the fiscal year that ended 
March 31, down from 
$20.1 million the previous 
year. Taking into account 
investment losses that 
were less severe, the team 
reported net income of 
approximately $5.2 million, 
up from $4 million. 

“Show us the financial 
data that says that the 
National Football League 
is in some sort of economic 
(hardship),” Smith said. 
“And so far all we’ve heard 


back is from their lead 
negotiator, who said that’s 
none of our business.” 
Smith took a positive tone 
when he spoke about his 
good working relationship 
with NFL Commissioner 
Roger Goodell, but wasn’t 
willing to estimate how 
likely it was that a new deal 
could come together in the 
near future. 

“It seems to me that the 
greatest gift we could 
possibly give is a Christmas 
gift where we sign a new 
deal and tell people that 
football for our fans is not 
only going to continue, but 
the businesses that rely on 
football and the jobs that 
this game generates are 
going to be secure,” Smith 
said.Q 
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Matsui’s status with Angels unclear 


ANAHEIM, California (AP) 
— As Hideki Matsui packed 
his personal effects into 
boxes in front of his locker 
on Monday, the thought that 
his first season with the Los 
Angeles Angels might have 
been his last didn’t occur to 
him. 

He is eligible to become a 
free agent, and where he ends 
up next season is anyone’s 
guess. 

“Would I say that it’s 
completely out of the 
likelihood that he’ll be back? 
I can’t say that at this point. 
You never know. We’re just 
going to focus on getting 
better any way we can as the 
offseason unfolds,” said Los 


Angeles general manager 
Tony Reagins, who has to pick 
up the pieces after the Angels 
finished 80-82 and missed the 
postseason for the first time 
since 2006. 

“I’m happy with Matsui’s 
performance this year. I just 
wish it would have been more 
consistent all year long,” 
Reagins added. “We’re going 
to evaluate his free agent 
status, just as we will others 
that will become available, 
and then make a decision.” 
Reagins and manager Mike 
Scioscia agree that Matsui’s 
numbers were close to what 
they projected for the 36-year- 
old designated hitter and part- 
time left fielder, who batted 


.274 with 21 homers and 84 
RBIs in 145 games. 

“Hideki was everything that 
we anticipated, and more,” 
Scioscia said. “I mean, when 
Derek Jeter says that Hideki’s 
the most professional player 
he’s ever been in a clubhouse 
with, that’s a huge statement. 
And we saw it firsthand. He’s 
very dedicated to preparing 
himself to play.” 

Matsui’s next hit will bring his 
combined total in Japan and 
the major leagues to 2,500. 
He spent seven seasons with 
the Yankees and was named 
World Series most valuable 
player last October, receiving 
his championship ring on the 
field at Yankee Stadium on

CONCORD, North Carolina (AP) — 
Richard Childress emerged from a two- 
hour hearing Tuesday before NASCAR’s 
chief appellate officer confident he was 
given a fair chance in his quest to have Clint 
Bowyer’s championship-ending penalty 
overturned. 

It was a marked difference from a week 
ago, when the team owner was incensed by 
a three-member appeals panel that upheld 
the penalty against Richard Childress 
Racing. 

Childress believed John Middlebrook, 
a retired General Motors executive, 
moderated an evenhanded hearing between 
NASCAR and his race team. 

“Whatever it is, I feel good about it,” 
Childress said after the two-hour hearing. 
“It was a very fair opportunity for us to 
state our case.” 

Childress said Middlebrook indicated he 
would not issue a ruling until late Tuesday 
or Wednesday. 

NASCAR docked Bowyer 150 points 
because the car he drove to victory Sept. 
19 at New Hampshire failed inspection. 
The three-member appeals committee last 
week upheld the penalty, and an infuriated 
Childress immediately appealed to 
NASCAR’s version of the supreme court. 
It was Middlebrook’s first appeal since 
accepting the $1 a year position in 
February. 

Childress last week accused the appeals 


panel of disregarding testimony from an 
accident reconstruction expert the owner 
hired to prove that Bowyer’s car could 
have been damaged when a tow truck 
pushed it to Victory Lane. Although Dr. 
Charles Manning was again on site at 
NASCAR’s research and development 
center, Middlebrook did not call him to 
testify. 

Instead, Childress and Sprint Cup 
Series director John Darby went before 
Middlebrook at the same time and presented 
their cases. During last week’s appeal, each 
side went individually and was not in the 
room to hear the testimony. 

“We could ask John (Darby) questions, 
John could ask us questions,” Childress 
said. “We could each one comment and 
hear the other’s comments. That made it 
very fair.” 

Childress indicated that if the first hearing 
had been conducted the same way, he would 
not have appealed to Middlebrook. 

“I think today’s procedure, if done similar 
to the other appeal, we wouldn’t be here 
today,” he said. 

Regardless of the verdict, Childress said he 
was ready to move on and urged NASCAR 
fans to put the two-week saga behind them 
to focus on the Chase for the Sprint Cup 
championship. Childress still has two cars 
in contention: Kevin Harvick, who is ra nk ed 
third in the standings, and Jeff Burton, who 
is ra nk ed ninth. 

“Let’s go racing,” he said.Q

The UCI said the clenbuterol 
was detected on July 21, the 
Tour’s final rest day.

His spokesman, Jacinto Vidarte, 
on Tuesday denied any plastic 
residues were found in the 
tests. 

“We are not aware of any 
findings of this plastic 
substance in any of the tests,” 
Vidarte said. “We — officially 
and unofficially — have no 
information on anything to do 
with this. 

There were no traces of plastic 
in any of the tests.” 

Francisco Contador, the rider’s 
brother and manager, also 
denied there was blood doping. 
“There is not even the remotest 
possibility of speaking of blood 
manipulation because Alberto 
has not done anything illegal, 
neither in the Tour or ever,” he 
told Cadena Ser radio Tuesday. 
“We have absolutely nothing to 
hide.” 

The plasticizer test result was 
also reported last week by 
French sports daily L’Equipe 
and German television 
network ARD. The New York 
Times reported on the finding 
Tuesday. 

Francisco Contador said the 
UCI “has already stated that

Bowers said he 
wasn’t sure how close a test is 
to being validated but added 
“the results that I’ve seen up 
to this point, and I would call 
them preliminary, were very 
promising.” 

Cycling and WADA officials 
also have the possibility of 
storing Contador’s samples 
for years and retesting them 
once the detection method is 
validated. 

Contador has challenged 
cycling authorities to freeze his 


players and play with them 
during the qualifying process, 
that is why it (health) is the 
only question mark,” said the 
44-year-old Olazabal, who has 
only played in one event this 
season.

NEWPORT, Wales (AP) — 
Colin Montgomerie finally 
has his major. Maybe not 
the one he had in mind at 
the beginning of his career. 
But there is no more fitting 
bookend. 

Monty played in eight 
Ryder Cups, won five, 
went unbeaten in singles 
throughout, and contributed 
the second-most points of 
any European player in 
history. For all that, there 
was no question where this 
one ranked. 

“This,” he said, standing 
alongside the gold chalice 
at closing ceremonies, “is 
the greatest moment of my 
golfing career.” 

The dour, finicky 47- 
year-old Scot, like U.S. 
counterpart Corey Pavin, 
didn’t hit a shot in any of 
the 28, often stop-and-start 
matches that stretched out 
over four days due to rain. 
But from start to thrilling 
finish, Montgomerie hit 
just about every note right. 
Weeks before the teams 
arrived at Celtic Manor, he 
walked through the place, 
inspecting every inch. 
At one point, he stopped 
outside what would become 
Europe’s team room, looked 
at the hinges on the door 
and ordered them changed 
on the spot. Montgomerie 
insisted that the door swing 
in, rather than out, if only 
to make sure none of his 
players inadvertently got hit 
walking in just as another 
was walking out. 

His attention to detail hardly 
ended there. Appropriately, 
it was the very last decision 
he made, slotting cool- 
as-they-come Northern 
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Irishman Graeme McDowell 
in the 12th and final singles 
slot Monday, that paid the 
biggest dividend in a match 
decided by the slimmest of 
margins. 

“He’s everything there is in 
the Ryder Cup,” McDowell 
said after delivering the 
winning point in Europe’s 
WArWA win. “To be able 
to do that for him today was 
really special.” 

Unless he’s playing, the 
leader of any team can only 
do so much. That didn’t keep 
Monty from trying to steal 
any advantage anywhere he 
could. 

His stars, English players 
Lee Westwood, Luke 
Donald and Poulter, 
outshined the U.S. trio 
of Tiger Woods, Phil 
Mickelson and Jim Furyk. 
His most controversial 
captain’s pick, Padraig 
Harrington, the three-time 
major winner he chose over 
Paul Casey, proved enough 
of a steadying influence to 
squire rookie Ross Fisher 
to wins in both foursomes 
(alternate shot) andfourballs 
(better ball). All of his other 
rookies contributed at least 
a half-point or more, too. He 
talked about the difference 
of putting in match play 
until he was blue in the face, 


and unlike the Americans, 
his players left precious few 
of their tries short. 

Heck, the Europeans’ rain 
gear even worked better in 
the downpours that turned 
the Twenty Ten course into 
a soggy bog. 

“All credit to Monty for 
everything he’s done this 
week,” assistant captain 
Darren Clarke said. “The 
way he’s gone through 
everything has been 
meticulous, but this is 
what you’ll have to do 
for the future. He’s been 
sensational.” 

Yet Montgomerie also 
knows disappointment. 
His best playing days are 
far enough behind him to 
know he’ll never win the 
British Open, the major he 
wanted most growing up 
as a golfing prodigy and 
the son of the secretary at 
Royal Troon. Ditto for the 
Masters, U.S. Open and 
PGA Championship — the 
last two of which he’d 
already lost in playoffs. 
Asked whether this made 
up for those elusive majors, 
Montgomerie did not 
hesitate. 

“Oh, yes. I’d never go back 
at all. I only want to go 
forward,” he said. “There’s 
a different responsibility 


being captain than there is 
playing. Playing is a whole 
different responsibility and 
a whole different feel. 

“It was my job to try and 
manage these great players 
this week and try to make 
them feel as comfortable as 
possible and to play their 
best. And I always said, 
if they can play to their 
potential, we would win. 
And I truly believe they did, 
and therefore, we did.” 

On the eve of the matches, 
Montgomerie fretted that 
evenhisspeechatThursday’s 
opening ceremony could 
prove decisive. Left off the 
2008 European team that 
was beaten at Valhalla, he 
refused to criticize then- 
captain Nick Faldo, a 
longtime Ryder Cup playing 
partner whose clumsy stabs 
at humor that year were 
roundly slammed. 

In his speech, much the 
same way he plays the 
game, Monty hit it straight 
down the middle. But after 
Pavin forgot to mention U.S. 
golfer Stewart Cink during 
player introductions, the 
competitor in Montgomerie 
couldn’t let it slide by 
without a dig. 

“We,” he said through a sly 
grin, “are 1 up.” 

In retrospect, the Europeans 


may have started this 
competition further ahead 
than that. Montgomerie 
partnered or played for 
nearly every important 
figure in European 
golf during the last two 
decades — among them, 
Faldo, Bernhard Langer, 
Sam Torrance and Seve 
Ballesteros — and gleaned 
something from each. 

So when both captains chose 
motivational speakers to talk 
to their teams, Montgomerie 
turned to Ballesteros. The 
Spaniard joined the Ryder 
Cup team in 1979, when, in 
a bid to make the matches 
competitive once more, the 
European selection process 
was opened to golfers from 
the continent. He went on 
to become European golf’s 
most inspirational figure. 
Today, that legacy remains 
undimmed, even though 
Ballesteros hasn’t been 
seen in public for nearly 
two years while he battles 
brain cancer. His last 
appearance in a Ryder 
Cup was as captain of the 
winning side at Valderrama 
in 1997. Monty arranged 
for his former teammate 
and captain to talk to 
the European squad via 
speakerphone from the 
fishing village along Spain’s 
wind-swept northern coast, 
where Ballesteros first 
learned to play golf. 

As champagne flowed on 
every side, Sergio Garcia, 
the slumping Spanish golfer 
whom Montgomerie added 
to the squad as an assistant 
captain, fought back tears. 
He said he hoped the win 
might give back some 
small bit of the fighting 
spirit Ballesteros’ talk had 
instilled in the team. 

“I hope,” Garcia said, “he’s 
proud of us.” 

Leave it to Montgomerie to 
make sure that was so.Q

WASHINGTON - Solar 
power is coming to 
President Barack Obama’s 
house. 

The most famous residence 
in America, which has 
already boosted its green 
credentials by planting 
a garden, plans to install 
solar panels atop the White 
House’s living quarters. 
The solar panels are to be 
installed by spring 2011, 
and will heat water for the 
first family and supply 
some electricity. 

Energy Secretary Steven 
Chu announced the plans 
Tuesday in Washington 
at a conference of local, 
state, academic and 
nonprofit leaders aimed 
at identifying how the 
federal government can 
improve its environmental 
performance. 

Former Presidents Jimmy 
Carter and George W. Bush 
both tapped the sun during 
their days in the White 
House. Carter in the late 
1970s spent $30,000 on a 
solar water-heating system 
for West Wing offices. 
Bush’s solar systems 
powered a maintenance 
building and some of the 
mansion, and heated water 
for the pool. 

Obama, who has 
championed renewable 
energy, has been under 
increasing pressure by 
the solar industry and 
environmental activists 
to lead by example by 
installing solar at 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue, 
something White House 
officials said has been 
under consideration since 
he first took office. 

The decision perhaps has 
more import now after 
legislation to reduce global 
warming pollution died 
in the Senate, despite the 
White House’s support. 
Obama has vowed to try 
again on a smaller scale. 
Last month, global 


warming activists with 350. 
org carried one of Carter’s 
solar panels — which were 
removed in 1986 — from 
Unity College in Maine to 
Washington to urge Obama 
to put solar panels on his 
roof. It was part of a global 
campaign to persuade world 
leaders to install solar on 
their homes. After a meeting 
with White House officials, 
they left Washington 
without a commitment. 

Bill McKibben, the founder 
of the 350.org group, said 
Tuesday the administration 
did the right thing. 

“If it has anything like 
the effect of the White 
House garden, it could 
be a trigger for a wave of 
solar installations across 
the country and around the 
world,” McKibben said in a 
statement. 

What was unclear Tuesday 
was how much the White 
House solar project will 
cost, and how much fossil 
fuel-based electricity it 
would displace, since the 
system is not yet designed 
and the White House will 
not disclose how much 
energy is needed to keep 
the president’s lights turned 
on. Based on available 
roof space, administration 
officials expect the 


photovoltaic system will 
include between 25 to 75 
panels and will convert 
sunlight into 19,700 
kilowatt hours of electricity 
a year. That would save a 
typical household $2,300 
on its electricity bill, based 
on commercial rates in 
Washington. The solar hot 
water heating system, based 
on government estimates, 
could save an additional 
$1,000 a year. 

But the White House is far 
from a typical house, noted 
Danny Kennedy, the founder 
of California-based solar 
energy provider Sungevity, 
which offered to put solar 
panels on the White House 
for free earlier this year as 
part of a campaign called 
SolarontheWhiteHouse. 
Kennedy estimates that 
outfitting Obama’s pad 
with solar would cost 
about $100,000 if paid out 
of pocket. But the money 
would be earned back with 
savings on the electric bill 
in the first five years, he 
said in an interview from 
the Maldives, where he is 
installing 48 solar panels 
on President Mohammed 
Nasheed’s private 

residence. Kennedy said 
his calculations were based 
on a 5,000 square-foot 


California home, which 
uses 60,000 kilowatt hours 
of electricity annually. 
“They use a lot more 
electricity than that,” 


Kennedy said. “We had to 
make a few assumptions 
about what electricity 
cost was in the White 
House.’Q 


Apple challenges $625.5M patent-infringement award

SEATTLE - Apple Inc. is challenging 
a federal jury’s order that it pay $625.5 
million in damages for violating a 
small technology company’s patents. 
If upheld, the verdict would be one of 
the largest in a patent lawsuit. 

Last Friday, the jury in Tyler, Texas, 
found that Apple infringed on three 
patents held by Mirror Worlds LLC, a 
company founded by Yale University 
computer science professor David 
Gelemter to commercialize his 
ideas. 

The patents cover characteristic 
features on Apple’s Macintosh 
computers, iPods and iPhones. The 
technologies include Cover Flow, 
which lets users flip through album 
covers and other content as if through 


a stack of cards; Time Machine, 
which performs automatic backups; 
and Spotlight, which is software for 
searching computer hard drives. 

Over the weekend, Apple asked the 
U.S. District Court to hold off on 
imposing the jury award, saying 
there were still issues that needed to 
be addressed. Among other things, 
Apple objects to the way the damages 
were calculated. 

Apple has not commented further on 
the case. Lawyers for Mirror Worlds 
did not return requests for comment. 
In 1991, before access to the World 
Wide Web was mainstream, Gelemter 
published a book called “Mirror 
Worlds: or the Day Software Puts the 
Universe in a Shoebox...How it Will 
Happen and What it Will Mean.” 
The volume laid out a vision of the 


future in which people can access 
and interpret unprecedented volumes 
of real-time, real-world data using a 
computer. 

A decade later, Gelemter’s Mirror 
Worlds Technologies Inc. launched 
its first and only product, Scopeware, 
which could organize all sorts 
of information on a timeline or 
“lifestream.” It looked like a cascade 
of index cards on the screen, each 
representing a unique piece of e-mail, 
a Web page, spreadsheet or other 
document, updated constantly as 
new items arrive. From descriptions 
at the time, Scopeware had a similar 
look to and functionality as Apple’s 
Cover Flow, which is built into the 
company’s Mac OS X operating 
system and the software that runs on 
iPods and other devices. □

certainly changed since the 
Peanuts were born. 

In 60 years, the U.S. sent a 
man to the moon, survived 
the Cold War and now has 
one of the worst economic 
funks in decades. All that 
time, Charles Schulz’s imagi 
nary gang has been a fixture 
of newspaper funny pages and 
grainy holiday TV specials. 
Now, his family is working to 
keep Snoopy, Lucy and the rest 
alive for generations to come. 
A handful of new projects is 
in the works. The first new 
animated film in five years 
is set for release next spring 
called “Happiness is a Warm 
Blanket, Charlie Brown.” 
ABC just signed on for five 
more years of airing Charlie 
Brown holiday specials. A 
new social media game began 
on Lacebook and Twitter last 
month to “Countdown to 
the Great Pumpkin,” and the 
comic strip has made its way 
to a popular gaming website 


for millions of children. 

The enduring appeal is no 
surprise, said Lee Mendelson, 
who produced the Peanuts 
films with Schulz for more 
than 40 years. 

Schulz had said “there’s 
always going to be a market 
for innocence in this country,” 
Mendelson said Lriday as a 
photograph of Schulz at his 
drawing board was hung at 
the Smithsonian’s National 
Portrait Gallery in recognition 
of his impact on the nation. 
Schulz died in 2000. 

“The innocence and the humor 
that he brought, I think, helped 
us as a nation through many 
bad times,” Mendelson said. 
Peanuts comics, which first 
appeared in 1950 in the St. 
Paul Pioneer Press, still 
appear in 2,200 newspapers 
in 75 different countries. 
Newspaper publisher E.W. 
Scripps Co. sold the licensing 
unit that controls “Peanuts” 
and other comics in April to 
Iconix Brand Group Inc. a 
licensing company partially 
owned by theSchulz family 
for $175 million. 

Jeannie Schulz, the cartoonist’s 
widow, said she often hears 
from people at the Charles 
M. Schulz Museum in Santa 
Rosa, Calif., about how well 
the characters reflect their 
own feelings. That may be a 
key to the Peanuts’ longevity, 
she said. 

“Reading Peanuts got people 
through really tough times in 
their childhoods,” she said. 


“I think it’s mirroring their 
feelings that life is tough, 
knowing somebody else is in 
the same boat as they and yet 
having hope.” 

A new book out later this 
month called “The Peanuts 
Collection” will trace the 
comic strip’s history and how 
it evolved over time. 

Jeannie Schulz said the genius 
came from her husband’s 
commonsense, Midwest 
upbringing as the son of a 
barber in Minnesota who 
learned to tell stories in his own 
way. Schulz taught Sunday 
school and was proud to be 
a dad. He had an introverted 
take on the world, and yet 
was observant of everything 
around him, she said. 

“Until people change. 
Until they take a pill to 
become perfect people and 
all have perfectly balanced 
personalities ... I think he’s 
given them a touchstone,” 
she said. “He’s given them 
something to let them know 
that they’re all right.” 
Lantagraphics Books Inc. is 
producing a series of volumes 
each with two years worth of 
Peanuts comics to let fans read 
the strip every day. On Oct. 
14, the Peanuts cast also will 
launch a new “Great Pumpkin 
Island” on Poptropica, a 
popular game website for 
millions of tweens who may 
be less familiar with Charlie 
Brown and his friends. And the 
Peanuts gang has come to life 
online with Plash-animated 


comics. 

Next year’s film will feature 
new animations created by 
a team involving Charles 
Schulz’s son, Craig, and 
“Pearls Before Swine” 
cartoonist Stephan Pastis. 
Even with the more modem 
trappings, though, the 
animations have maintained 
their simplistic roots. Jeannie 
Schulz has said in the past that 
computer-generated “Peanuts” 
characters just wouldn’t 
quite look right. Before 
establishing a permanent 
place in Washington with the 
portrait unveiled last week, 
Schulz brought his characters 
to the Smithsonian in 1985 for 
a visit for a TV series called 
“This is America, Charlie 
Brown.” Lucy marveled at 
seeing a comic strip with their 
names on a museum wall, 
and Charlie Brown found 
his name and Snoopy’s on 
the Apollo 10 capsules at the 
space museum. 

Schulz was a history buff 
and considered himself an 
Eisenhower Republican, but 
he mostly stayed away from 
politics in his cartoons. He 
included timely issues, though, 
such as the environment, race, 
bullying and other themes. 
But if he visited Washington 
today, Mendelson said, Schulz 
would be taken aback by the 
bitter political tone. 

“I think he would be appalled,” 
Mendelson said, “and I think 
he would have poked fun at it 
in the comic strip.”□ 


Prosecutor says Smith was 
surrounded by enablers

LOS ANGELES - Anna Nicole Smith was surrounded by a 
circle of enablers — including her boyfriend and two doctors 
— who supplied her with dmgs for years despite her obvious 
addiction, a prosecutor told jurors Tuesday. 

Deputy District Attorney Renee Rose continued the prosecution’s 
closing argument in the dmg conspiracy trial of Smith’s lawyer- 
boyfriend Howard K. Stem and two physicians. 

Stern took no action to help Smith withdraw from opiates and 
sedatives, while Drs. Sandeep Kapoor and Khristine Eroshevich 
continued to prescribe painkillers for the former Playboy model 
despite signs she was addicted, the prosecutor said. 

The three defendants have pleaded not guilty to conspiring to 
provide excessive prescription dmgs to an addict and other 
charges. They are not charged in her 2007 accidental overdose 
death. 

In closing arguments Monday, another prosecutor said Smith 
pressured the trio into providing her with narcotics. 



Smith experienced physical and emotional pain after the birth 
of her daughter, Dannielynn, and the death of her son, Daniel, 
who collapsed and died in her Bahamas hospital room of a dmg 
overdose. 

Witnesses have said Smith suffered from chronic pain syndrome, 
seizures, migraines, spinal pain and fractured ribs, among other 
ailments. □

brand to get luxury 
compact car

DETROIT - General Motors will announce the addition of a 
new compact car to its Buick luxury brand Thursday as the 
automaker broadens its lineup of fuel efficient vehicles. 
Buick will add a luxury version of the Chevrolet Cruze that 
will be called the Verano, according to a person briefed on 
the matter. The person did not want to be identified because 
the announcement is not official. The Cruze is a compact car 
that is just now reaching dealerships. 

The Verano will be built at a GM factory in Orion Township, 
Mich., that is being retooled to make the Chevrolet Aveo 
subcompact next year, the person said. The Verano will go 
on sale at the start of 2012. 

The company is expected to announce new jobs at the 
factory, located north of Detroit, although the person could 
not provide figures. 

GM spokeswoman Kimberly Carpenter declined to 
comment. 

The Orion plant, which once made midsize cars like the 
Pontiac G6, has been shut down for nearly two years as GM 
retools its inner workings so that it can chum out a revamped 
version of the subcompact Aveo. 

That car will go on sale in the middle of next year. 

Most of the plant’s roughly 1,330 workers have been laid off 
until it reopens next year. 

The Cruze, built in Lordstown, Ohio, is about the size of a 
Ford Focus or Honda Civic and is larger than an Aveo. 
General Motors Co. is hoping the smaller Buick will help 
attract younger people to the brand. Until recently, Buicks 
were mostly characterized by bench seats and soft, cushy 
rides. 

Buick sales so far this year are up 58 percent thanks to strong 
demand for the LaCrosse luxury sedan and Enclave large 
wagon. □

NEW YORK - Stocks rose 
Tuesday following news that 
activity expanded in the U.S. 
services sector last month. 
World markets also rose after 
the central bank of Japan 
surprised investors by slashing 
interest rates to near zero. 

The Institute for Supply 
Management reported that the 
U.S. services industry grew 
slightly faster in September 
as demand from customers 
improved. It was the ninth 
straight month of expansion 
in services, which have been 
growing at a slower pace in 
the U.S. relative to the much 
smaller manufacturing sector. 
In corporate news, Mexican 
broadcaster Grupo Televisa 
said it would invest $1.2 
billion in Univision 
Communications, expanding 
a license deal between the 
Spanish-language media 
heavyweights. Televisa’s U.S. 
shares rose 9.8 percent. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 184.33 points, 
or 1.7 percent, to 10,935.60 
in afternoon trading. Boeing 
Co., DuPont and Caterpillar 
Inc. had the biggest gains in 
the Dow, and all but one of 
the average’s 30 components 
rose. 

The Standard &amp; Poor’s 
500 index rose 22.68, or 2 
percent, to 1,159.71. The 
index hadn’t traded above 
1,150 since mid-May, not 
long after stocks reached their 
highest levels of the year in 
late April. 

Robert Pavlik, chief market 
strategist at Banyan Partners 
LLC in New York, cites 
another factor in today’s 
upward swing: Even when 
stocks have fallen lately, the 
S&amp;P 500 has managed 
to stay above 1,130, a key 
technical barrier that it had 
broken through on Sept. 20. 
He said that has given jittery 
investors confidence to buy. 
“A lot folks who have cash on 


the sidelines are being drawn 
into the market because they 
don’t want to be left behind,” 
Pavlik says. “I think there’s 
potential to get to 1,200 by the 
end of the year.” 

The Nasdaq composite index 
rose 54.42, or 2.3 percent, to 
$2,398.94. 

In a surprise move, Japan’s 
central bank cut its key interest 
rate to virtually zero and is 
looking to buy government 
bonds in an effort to boost the 
faltering Japanese economy. 
Japan has been struggling 


with a strong currency and 
falling prices, and authorities 
there intervened in currency 
markets last month to weaken 
the yen, but the impact was 
short-lived. 

U.S. traders have their eyes 
set on some key economic and 
corporate reports this week, 
including earnings reports 
Thursday from PepsiCo Inc.

One of my favorite 
words comes from the Greek 
word oxus, which means 
“pointedly” and moros which 
means “foolish” that combines 
into the word ‘oxymoron’. 
This is an expression in with 
contradictory words are used 
together for special effect, 
like “military intelligence” or 
“active retirement”. Oxymora 
can be a lot of fun as long as it 
is a victimless crime and does 
not negatively affect anyone. 

Many times I see 
an oxymoron being used in 
medicine with an explanation 
that it is a necessary evil. 
Mammogram the procedure 
of taking an X-ray of all or 
part of the breast is like that 
supposedly a “necessary evil”. 
Professionally I have problems 
with a medical procedure that 
squeezes your breast as flat 
as possible then bombard the 
breast with X- rays to take a 
picture. Ouch! If you do have 
a problem, severe compression 
of the breast like what occurs 
during a mammogram leads to 
microscopic rupture of tissue - 
including tumor tissue, which 
spreads the cancer and can lead 
to earlier death. 

Secondly, through 
your severely compressed 
breast they send X-rays a form 
of electromagnetic radiation. 
Because X-rays have high 
energy, they can pass through 
the body leaving an impression 
of what is inside your breast 
on photographic plates.

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Catch a thief from your 
armchair and win cash

LONDON (Reuters) - Anyone who owns 
a laptop computer can now fight crime from 
the safety of their home and win cash prizes 
for catching thieves red-handed, under a new 
British monitoring scheme that went live this 
week. 

The service works by employing an army of 
registered armchair snoopers who watch hours 
of CCTV footage from cameras in stores and 
high street venues across the country. 

Viewers can win up to 1,000 pounds ($ 1,600) in 
cash a month from Devon-based firm Internet 
Eyes, which distributes the streaming footage, 
when offenders are caught in the act. 

The scheme immediately drew criticism from 
civil liberties campaigners who say it is more 
evidence that Britain has become a “Big 
Brother” surveillance society with CCTV on 
every comer. 

Participants, who pay a fee to subscribe, press 
an “alert” button which relays an instant text 
message notifying a shop keeper of suspicious 
behavior. The SMS is followed up with a 
photographic image of the potential crime. 
Founder of Internet Eyes, Tony Morgan, says 
the scheme puts shop owners back in control of 
security and allows local communities to tackle 
crime and anti-social behavior. 

“The problem with CCTV is that while cameras 
are practically everywhere, there’s hardly 
anyone watching them in real time,” Morgan 
said. “Most people know this, so CCTV is no 
longer the deterrent it used to be, and crime is 
rising.” 


Industry body, the Center for Retail Research, 
says shoplifting is at record levels, costing the 
UK economy almost 5 billion pounds a year. 
Registered participants in the scheme must be 
over 18, are not able to choose which footage 
they see, nor view premises in their local area. 
The firm told Reuters it has 13,500 interested 
viewers from across the European Union and 
aims to have 3,000 paid-up members by the 
end of October. 

The government’s Information Commissioner’s 
Office says the firm is being made to comply 
with data protection laws and has also insisted 
on background checks on viewers employed by 
the site. 

But Charles Farrier of campaign group 
NO CCTV said the launch marked another 
disturbing chapter in the nation’s surveillance 
society. 

“The Information Commissioner has put private 
profit above personal privacy in allowing a 
private company to launch its Stasi-style citizen 
spy game rather than defending the rights of 
British citizens,” he said. 

The director of another group, Big Brother 
Watch said it was a worrying development akin 
to “pimping out” CCTV images to amateur 
bounty hunters and should be switched off. 
“Innocent people out doing their shopping 
shouldn’t be snooped on like this,” Alex Deane 
told Reuters. 

“Whatever one thinks of our surveillance 
culture, we can all agree that the technology is 
better off in the hands of trained, accountable 
professionals rather than voyeurs.’Q 


No joke as clown is Brazil’s 
most voted congressman 


SAO PAULO (Reuters) 
- Voters the world over 
complain about having clowns 
for politicians, but Brazilians 
embraced the idea on Sunday 
by sending a real one to 
Congress with more votes 
than any other candidate. 
Francisco Everardo Oliveira 
Silva, better known by his 
clown name Tiririca, received 
more than 1.3 million votes 
in Sao Paulo state in Brazil’s 
presidential and congressional 
elections. That was more than 
double the votes of the second- 
placed candidate in Brazil’s 
most populous state. 

Tiririca caught the attention of 
disillusioned voters by asking 
for their support with the 


humorous slogan: “It can’t get 
any worse” and a promise to 
do nothing more in Congress 
than report back to them on 
how politicians spend their 
time. 

“What does a congressman 
do? The truth is I don’t know, 
but vote for me and I’ll tell 
you,” the 45-year-old said in 
his campaign advertisements. 
The clown, whose stage name 
means “grumpy,” usually 
appears in public wearing a 
blond wig, a red hat and a 
garish outfit. He survived a 
last-minute attempt by public 
prosecutors to bar him from 
running because of evidence 
that he is illiterate. 

His candidacy may not have 


been as spontaneous or 
innocent as it might appear. 
Tiririca’s well-financed 

campaign will help elect other 
politicians because under 
Brazil’s election rules he can 
pass his substantial excess 
votes on to other candidates in 
his coalition, which includes 
the ruling Workers’ Party.□

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Nobel physics prize for ultrathln carbon discovery

STOCKHOLM - Two 
Russian-born scientists shared 
the Nobel Prize in physics on 
Tuesday for groundbreaking 
experiments with the strongest 
and thinnest material known 
to mankind a€” a potential 
building block for faster 
computers and lighter 
airplanes and satellites. 
University of Manchester 
professors Andre Geim and 
Konstantin Novoselov used 
Scotch tape to isolate graphene, 
a form of carbon only one 
atom thick but more than 100 
times stronger than steel, and 
showed it has exceptional 
properties, the Royal Swedish 
Academy of Sciences said. 
Experiments with graphene 
could lead to the development 


of new superstrong and 
lightweight materials with 
which to make satellites, 
aircraft and cars, the academy 
said in announcing the 10 
million kronor ($1.5 million) 
award. 

The unique properties of the 
transparent material could 
also spur the development 
of innovative electronics, 
including transparent touch 
screens, more efficient 
computers and solar cells, 
although no commercial 
products have been created 
yet. 

“It has all the potential to 
change your life in the same 
way that plastics did,” Geim 
told The Associated Press 
on Tuesday. “It is really 
exciting.” 

Geim, 51, is a Dutch national 
while Novoselov, 36, holds 


both British and Russian 
citizenship. Both were bom 
in Russia and started their 
careers in physics there. They 
first worked together in the 
Netherlands before moving to 
Britain, where they reported 
isolating graphene in 2004. 
Novoselov is the youngest 
winner since 1973 of a prize 
that normally goes to scientists 
with decades of experience. 
The youngest Nobel laureate 
to date is Lawrence Bragg, 
who was 25 when he shared 
the physics award with his 
father William Bragg in 1915. 
[Related: Bizarre error helped 
create the Nobel Prize] 

“It’s a shock,” Novoselov 
told the AP. “I started my day 
chatting over Skype over new 
developments — it was quite 
unexpected.” 

Geim said he didn’t expect to 
win the prize this year either 
and had forgotten that it was 
Nobel time when the prize 
committee called him from 
Stockholm. 

The two scientists used simple 
Scotch tape as a cmcial tool in 
their experiments, peeling off 
thin flakes of graphene from a 
piece of graphite, the stuff of 
pencil leads. 

“It’s a humble technique. But 
the hard work came later,” 
Geim told the AP. 

Paolo Radaelli, a physics 
professor at the University 
of Oxford, marveled at the 
simple methods the winners 
used. 

“In this age of complexity, 
with machines like the super 
collider, they managed to get 


the Nobel using Scotch tape,” 
Radaelli said. 

Geim last year won the 
prestigious Korber European 
Science Award for the 
discovery, the University of 
Manchester said. He also won 
the “Ig nobel” prize in 2000 
for making a frog levitate in 
a magnetic field. That award 
is handed out by the Annals 
of Improbable Research 
magazine for silly sounding 
scientific discoveries that often 
have surprisingly practical 
applications. 

Phillip F. Schewe, spokesman 
for the American Institute 
of Physics in College Park, 
Maryland, said the Nobel to 
Geim and Novoselov was 
well-deserved. 

“Graphene is the thinnest 
material in the world, it’s one 
of the strongest, maybe the 
strongest material in the world. 
It’s an excellent conductor. 
Electrons move through it very 
quickly, which is something 
you want to make circuits out 
of,” Schewe said. 

He said graphene may be a 
good material for making 
integrated circuits, small chips 
with millions of transistors 
that are the backbone of all 
modem telecommunications. 
It also has potential uses in 
constmction material, Schewe 
said, but added it would take 
a while “before this sort 
of technology moves into 
mainstream application.” 

Lars Samuelson, a physics 
professor at the University of 
Lund, Sweden, said graphene 
developments are under way 


in several areas, especially for 
making TV screens. 

“It is incredibly transparent, 
it lets through 98 percent of 
light, so it would be ideal to 
have on large TV screens,” he 
said. 

Highlighting the playfulness 
of the two scientists, the 
Nobel citation said they 
created a “super sticky tape” 
seven years ago, inspired by a 
gecko’s ability to stick to even 
the smoothest surface. 
Laurence Eaves, a physics 
professor at the University of 
Nottingham in Britain, said 
the duo showed how science 
should be done. 

“These were just a couple of 
guys driven by their curiosity, 
doing what they thought was 
interesting, and invented this 
amazing material,” he said. 
The 2010 Nobel Prize 
announcements started 

Monday with the medicine 
award going to British 
researcher Robert Edwards, 
85, for work that led to the 
first test tube baby. That 
achievement helped bring 4 
million infants into the world 
so far and raised challenging 
new questions about human 
reproduction. 

The chemistry prize will 
be announced Wednesday, 
followed by literature on 
Thursday, the peace prize 
on Friday and economics on 
Monday Oct. 11. 

The prestigious awards 
were created by Swedish 
industrialist Alfred Nobel and 
first given out in 1901. The 
prizes are always handed out 
on Dec. 10, the anniversary of 
Nobel’s death in 1896. Q
